Pitre says 
Cajuns like 
portrayal

“Belizaire the Cajun,” a feature- 
length film produced and directed 
by south Louisianian Glen Pitre and 
filmed in Acadiana, will be well-re- 
ceived by critics when it is released 
Nationally in a couple of months, 
Pitre predicted Friday. 

Test screenings of the romantic 
adventure film in New York and Los 
Angeles have pleased reviewers, 
while area residents seem satisfied 
with the way Cajuns are portrayed, 
Pitre reported. 

The movie, which stars Armand 
Assante and Gail Youngs and fea- 
tures a cameo appearance by Rob- 
ert Duvall, has run for 10 weeks in 
Lafayette. 

“Around here there seems to be 
almost a sigh of relief with the way 
the film portrays Cajuns and their 
lifestyle,” said Pitre a resident of 
Cut Off. a Lafourche Parish town. 

Belizaire is, among other things, 
the story of a village healer with a 
friend in trouble with local law en- 
forcement authorities who gets in 
trouble himseif. 

Reviewers privy to advance 
screening in Los Angeles and New 
York liked what they watched, Pitre 
said before Friday's local premier 
at Vista Village Cinema In Opelou- 
sas.

During the past few years, I have received letters from many people, part- 
icularly from researchers in the Midwest, searching for missing Boudreau ancestors. 
Thinking they were descendants of our Acadian Michel Boudrot, after trying to 
find a pair of names which fit, in most cases, they were not Acadian descendants 
at all, but descendants of the Canadian BEAUDREAU dit GRAVELINE family from the 
Montréal and Richelieu Valley area of Québec Province. In many documents: among 
which include baptismal, marriage and census records, the Beaudreau family 
members often went by the spelling BAUDREAU or BOUDREAU, which has continued to 
be a source of confusion to many of those who are presently trying to research 
their family backgrounds. 


Urbain Baudreau, the son of Jean Baudreau and Marie Chauveau, was born towards 
1631 or 1633 in the town of Gravelines in the Flandres section of France, hence, 
the nickname Graveline attached to the surname in most instances. Many of the later 
generations of this family have adopted this nickname as their family's surname 
today, especially in the Eastern United States. 


In 1652, the colony of Montréal (then known as Ville-Marie) was under numerous 
attacks from the Iroquois Indians, which diminished its population to less than 100 
persons. The Governor-General, M. de Maisonneuve had decided to return to France 
to recruit more colonists for the region, and after a meeting with M. Jérome le 
Royer de la Dauversiére at La Fléche, approximately 100 miles from Paris, 153 men 
Were recruited to return to Canada. Among them, was a young man living in the 
town of Clermont, named Urbain Baudreau. On the 20th of May 1653, he signed a 
contract agreeing to settle af Montreal, serving the colony for five years to 
defend it against the Indians and to help clear it for farmland. His annual 
Salary was to be 75 pounds with a 45 pound advance payment. On the 30th of that 
Month, the group boarded the ship St-Nazaire, bound for Canada, yet only after a 
few days at sea, the ship began to take on water and had to return to port. 


When the ship set sail again on the 20th of July, 42 of the 153 recruits 
fatled to appear, obviously for fear of drowning: Among the passengers was 

the foundress of the Congrégation Notre-Dame, Sister Marguerite Bourgeoys, who 
her ow records noted that the crossing was indeed a difficult one. While

In 1687, Urbain bought two lots of land at Montréal, and another in December of 
1689. After years of hard work, raising his family, and being involved in the 
political affairs of the new colony, he died at Montréal on the 28th of January 
1695, a wealthy man for his time, and one who never Teally received the recog- 
nition that he deserved in Canadian history, for his significant réle in the 
history of Ville Marie. 


In 1696, his widow, Marguerite Baudreau removed to the city, transferring 
her other Property to their son Paul;>“With the understanding that he would 
take care of her for the remaining years of her life. She died at Montréal on 
the 6th of March 1723. Cyprien Tanguay, in his DICTIONNAIRE GENEALOGIQUE notes 
that their son Gabriel was engaged in commerce along the Mississippi River, and 
was one of the principal founders of Mobile, Alabama. This can be attested to 
by the fact that of his marriage to Catherine Forestier, were born a family of 
all daughters, of which only one Marriage, that of Marie-Josette, took place 
at Notre-Dame-de-Laprairie. Where the other daughters married, I have not been 
able to locate at Present, so perhaps this footnote is true, and they married 
in the central United States. The largest descendance of Beaudreau's is the 
family of Jean-Baptiste and Francoise Bazinet, whose descen EY were very 
Numerous in the Richelieu Valley area, and who have migrated to New England 
and the Midwest, during the Industrial Revolution and textile era, as well as, 
in the years following the Richelieu Valley insurrection.
